Howard Brown of Sandown Rearrested 


at Local Jail on Completion of Year's 


Sentence for Neglect of Three-Year- 


Old Girl-New Evidence Brings Serious 
Charge 


Howard Brown of 
Sandown, 
who 


Monday -completed a term of one- year 
in jail for cruelty and neglect of Bea- 
trice Cutting, aged 3 years, was im- 
mediately rearrested charged with the 
murder of the child on Feb. 7, 1922. 
Brown who had -been previously taken 
before Judge Allen In Superior Court, 
and given a suspended sentence f>fi a 
statutory charge, was remanded to jail 
and will be given a preliminary hear- 
ing before 
Judge B. L. Gup till on 


Saturday. 


Brown and Mrs. Grace Rogers were 


each sentenced to serve a year in jail 
and' pay a $100. fine for neglect and 
cruelty to the littlo child. Brown was 
able to secure the $100 fine and was to 
be released, but the woman, unable to 
raise any money, was to have remained 
In jail. 
^ 


The warrant for Brown's arrest was 


issued by County 
Solicitor 
J. M. 


Waldron and is based upon new evi- 
dence secured since -the couple have 
been in j.ail. The woman will not be 
charged with murder but may be the 
state's most important witness. 
. 
: Brow_n and the Rogers woman, who 
were living In a.-deserted ice house on 
a wood road near Sandown, were ar- 
rested a year ago this month, after the- 
death of Beatrice'. Cutting, the threo 
year old child who lived with them.The 
child's body was sent to a Manchester 
undertaker and it was his report of the 
condition of the -body that led to the 
arrest of the couple. When ie 'found 
black and -blue spots along with burns 
on tha -child's body, the county auth- 
orities were notified and Medical Re- 


feree E. B. Eastman made an investi- 
gation with County Solicitor Waldron 
an-d Sheriff Spinney. As the result of 
this they went to Sandown and arrest- 
ed Brown and the Rogers woman who 
were living as man and wife In the old 
shack. They were brought to this city 
and at first It was thought they would 
be charged -with causing the death, of 
the child, but there 
was 
sujcient 


evidence as neither would talk and 
they wero charged with neglect and 
cruelty and sentenced on this charge. 


The little girl, Beatrice Cutting. wa« 


sent to live with the Rogers women by 
her mother,' who ac the time was not 
living with her -husband, but was keep- 
Rogers woman in Derry. It was whlla 
on a visit to this relative that the Rog- 
ers woman saw the child and became 
attached to her, and as the mother was 
willing to have her boarded out, she 
readily agreed with the plan of the 
Rogers woman to take the child back 
home with her. This was in December 
and the child died on Feb. 7 of the fol- 
lowing year. 


-Mrs. Rogers had gone to live with 


Brown who was employed as a team- 
ster at a saw millin Sandown. They 
had fixed up an old ico house,on the 
way Into the mill and In the one room 
the county authorities found the most 
primitive furnishings. The authorities) 
allege that Brown did not want the 
child at the house and that ha had 
a-bused it oh several occasions, The- 
night In question it Is alleged that' 
Brown threw the child against the side 
of the room, striking her head and that 
th-3 child died from the injuries.

In 
addition .^00 upper class women stu- 
dents 'and about 300 upper class men 
students of (she University of Wiscon- 
sin were questioned by personal rep- 
resentatives.

Home-workers • social workers and 


mothers generally 
expressed 
them- 


selves "as dissatisfied with' the pre- 
paration tiiat women's 
colleges and 


co-educational schools gave them for 
life. Teachers on the whole were sat- 
isfied with their preparation. 


The graduates of the colleges for 


women, however, 
complained 
more 


generally of the lack of opportunities 
to pursue courses 
leading to home- 


making and motherhood than did the 
graduates of the co-ed schools. 
The 


oldest graduates from 1898 to 1902, 
expressed the greatest dissatisfaction I 
with the preparation for life furnished 
by their alma maters. Typical com- j 
ments were: 


"I regret that neitner in high school 


or college did I have an opportunity 
to take domestic science." 


"Our small high schools need more 


work in physical training for all, not 


just basketball for the one who like* 
it."

"Women are better prepared to pla?

boys and men in high school and in 
college." 


"The mingling in daily life seem* 


more normal than segregating in daily 
groups." 


"A girl will never get a man's point 


of view If she Is segregated." 


"Most of the flirting is harmless, 


quite normal and thoroughly enjoy- 
able. If their impulses are given fre* 
expression under the . proper control 
it is better than repression." 


One of the minority who favored 


women's colleges 
declared 
"women, 


have too little of segregated athletics 
and too much dancing and fraternity 
teas." 


Ninety of the 100 women still in 


the university favored co-education,' 
declaring that contact was good 'or 
both, especially women." 


Eighty- seven per cent of the sev- 


eral hundred men favored co-educa- 
tion.. "Women have shown that in cul- 
tivating their minds it is irot neces- 
sary to neglect personal appearanc* 
and accomplishment was the trend of 
their reasoning. 


The minority, 
13 per cent of thu 


men declared "they saw too much of 
women," and that "they are not HO 
thrilled by them as they would be if 
they mot them less frequently."

SHIPPING PLAN 


'Washington, Feb. 27—The adminis- 


tration shipping bill was kept alive in 
the senate yesterday by further debate, 
but executive officials
